Species 4: Figure 6, a receiver tube including a radial flange and a collar, wherein the 
collar has mating threads with respect to the threaded portion of a receiver and the collar is 
configured to hold the flange of the receiver tube about the opening of the receiver. 

Species 5: Figure 7, a receiver tube and the opening of a receiver are configured to be 
press fit together.
